Gov. Sarah Palin justified her opposltlon to llsting polar bears under the Endangered Species Act in 
the Daily News ("Alaska takes seriously its job of protecting polar bears/ Dec. 18). She believes 
polar bears should be conserved, but ESA is not the way to address dimate change. Her positlon 
was critictzed by Kassie Siegel (Dec. 24), Drane Plenlnger (Dec. 26) and Jean Kollantai (Jan. 3). 
I agree wlth Gov. Palln that It is Inapproprlate to use the ESA of one country for one species to 
address global climate change. 

Also, conslder the role of federal and state government. Plenlnger believes the state has no 
decision-making role for ESA. It is true that federal biologists have monopolized the wrlting, 
reviewing and edlting of ESA documents, but states are supposed to get special consideration and 
all cltlzens can participate. 

Federal jurisdlctlon is actually Inappropriate considering the lOth Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitutlon: 

"The powers not delegated to the United States by the Constitutlon, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 

Wildlife management Is properly relegated to the states. The ESA is sometlmes justified under the 
Interstate commerce dause of the Constitutlon, but this is contrived. Regardless, in the United 
States, polar bears occur in only one state, Alaska, so even the ICC justification is invalid in this 
case. The governor is doing her duty by exercising state jurisdiction.

Good morning Mr. Hoizman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8* from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake use 
olan And yes the department has the authortty under applicable statute to lake" property as you say under the 
aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (rTs available for acquisition of 
lands for roads, Utilities, trails, public facilities. etc) the department has looked directJy at this scenano and has 
determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the take because to do 
so would reauire runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the State, thus we are not 
aoina to oursue this option. You asked if the State's "taking" would impact non-lake front owners. Yes, rt could. 
Not onlv is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake but the approaches (safety 
areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1 ,000 feet with a width of approximately 
500" (250' to erther side of runway centerline). This dlstance coukJ be increased depending on category of 
naviaational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of pnvate property to support 
runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat showmg what lands could be 
affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you are 
aware the State has commrtted the entire airport hoklings under a federal grant; Federal Aviabon Admimstraton, 
Airoort Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" document that requires 
the State to uphold all the provisions of the grant One such provision is that we not teke or permrt any action 
which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to perform any or all of the terms, 
conditions, and assurancesin the grant agreement It goes on to say that tt>e department w.ll not transfer -or 
dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed under the grant Further, we are 
S* to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't authonty (they don't have authonty 
under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT under AS 02 AeronautiCS) . 

You mentioned that DOT has few chotces to maintain safety but many requirements and liabilities. While this is 
true we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are options 
and'altematives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of actions as 
once they enioyed but suffident freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use andj enjoy the lake 
but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes into effed. The 
attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes.

Dear Governor Palin, 

Almost three months ago I sent the email below and these three attachments requesting 
State action to cover the emergency response costs being experienced in Kivalina. I 
have had no formal response and there does not appear to have been a state disaster 
dedaration. 

Alaska Village Electric Cooperative has spent $570,000 to respond to the September 
13/14 2008 storms, culminating in relocating 10 of its 13 tanks to an area deemed to be 
safer than their prior location. AVEC does not have the financia) wherewithal to simply 
absorb an operating expense of this magnitude and we have repeatedly requested 
assistance from the State, with no results. 

There appears to be a perception that, because AVEC is a cooperative serving 53 
villages we shOuld be able to incur an expense such as this and spread the cost 
between all 53 villages. The question that must be posed is - if this had happened in 
Buckland or Deering, would the local electric utility be expected to absorb such a cost? 
The answer is - no, not only could they not do that, they would simply have been unable 
to accomplish the tank move and, no doubt, the State would have stepped in and done 
it for them. 

There is no justification for treating AVEC any differently that any other small local 
essential service provider that is under threat. The State of Alaska and the US Coast 
Guard summoned AVEC to a meeting in late September and essentially directed us to 
proceed with moving the tank farm. Two weeks earlier, the Coast Guard informed 
AVEC that our 1 00 000 gallons of fuel were an imminent threat to the community due to 
the rapidly eroding shoreline adjacent to the tank farm. At that time, our fuel supplier 
had already been contacted by ADEC and the USCG to explore the possibility of 
removing the fuel from the community. AVEC was willing to remove the fuel, but rt could 
not have been brought back to the community again by barge. At that time, the 
Department of Homeland Secur'rty informed AVEC that we could be liable for miHion of 
dcrflars in damages should our actions precipitate an evacuation of the communrty and 
the USCG informed us that we coukJ be liable for millions of dollars in Cleanup costs 
should our fuel be spilled due to beach erosion. Relocation of the tank faim was 
deemed by the USCG, ADEC and DHS to be the best course of action. Assurances 
(verbal, of course) were given that State disaster funds would be forthcoming. 
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AVEC has been placed in an extremely uncomfortabie position by the lack of action at the 
State level. Our only source of operating funds is from our membership. This project provided 
no benefit to anyone other than those residing in Kivalina and our board will have to consider 
recovering the costs from the electric consumers in Kivalina. This wili mean a surcharge of 
about 50 cents a kilowatthour for all electricity sold in Kivalina over the next 12 months. 

I think it is unreasonable of the State of Alaska to not step up to the plate in a oase like this 
where a bona fide disaster existed and continued to unfold. The community of Kivalina has 
responded to the best of their ability, as has AVEC. We should not be left holding the bagi

\ apologize for the informal nature of this email, but I have authorized the commencement of an 
expensive project to reiocate the AVEC tank farm in Kivalina, and in fect have received a 
"Kivalina Emergency Transfer Plan" (attached) from ADEC appropriating $25,000 to assisr us 
in speeding up the fuel transfer if necessary. Of course, if the plan should be activated, ADEC 
has infbrmed us that we would be billed for any expenditures they might make. 

The crux of the issue is that significant expenditures are being made by AVEC to respond to 
this ongoing disaster and, despite the Northwest Arctic Borough's September 25* disaster 
declaration, there has been no action on the state's part other than the above mentioned 
action by ADEC. 

By the attached latter, I am urging you to please take whatever action is necessary to assist 
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AVEC and the community of Kivalina to respond to the untenable situation that we are in.
